Gen. Petxoto, though widely known in 
Brazil, has been Nttle heard of inEurope or 
North America. In appearance he is pre- 
possessing. Hels ofvery dark or swarthy 
compiexion, with closely cut grayish hair, 
and he is past middie age, andis a typical 
specimen of the upper class Lusitanian stock. 

Peizoto is wealthy and popular with the 
army, and took a large part in the movement

A story is told of Peixoto that he refused to 
use his infig@ence to sefure promotion for his 
brother, whois in the civil service.

EVENTS IN BRAZIL. 


HOW HISTORY HAS BEEN MADE SINCE THE BAN- 
ISHMENT OF DOM PEDRO. 

New Yoru, Nov, %.—Few countries since 
the world began have seen important national 
events follow edel otherinsuch quick suc- 
cession as. has been witnessed in Brazil 
within the last two years. 

Since the dgy when the biameless and 
highly respected Emperor of Brazil was kid- 
naped and shipped of to Europe by a section 
of his loving subjeets, the biessing of a stable 
government has been the last thing that has 


been anticipated for Brazil. A few weeks 
only have since rioting of a serious 
character took place in the streets of the cap- 
ital, o to some ng dispute between 
the audi) eat a@ theater and the police. 
There waé some s fighting, and the mere 
fact thata smalifevolt should have been 
caused by so insignificant a grievance was 
sofficient to show that discontent was 
smouldering and might at any moment break 
out with overpowering force. 

Early in the present year disputes arose be- 
tween the President, Marshal Deodoro da 
Fonseca, and his Ministers, which ended tn 
the resignation of the latter. The Congress, 
which was then sitting, declined to ratif 
some ofthe President’s acts, but the Presi- 
dent continued his¢ourse without a Ministry 
and regardless of the pponente of the popu- 
lar representatives. The {ruth was that he 
felt secure in the a4 Bce of the army 
which had produced permeation. and that 
so long as it suppo mhe was willing to 
rule the country in the teeth of the popularly 
elected Congress. 

Practically, Fonsecahas had ali the powers 
of a military dictatorsiiip ever since the Em- 
peror’s departure from the country in No- 
vember, 1559. He delayed the summoning of 
a National Congress forseven or eight months 
after that event, and when it did meet he 
disregarded its views. He has been accused 
of using bis sition to give lucrative con- 
tracts to his friends asd his managament of 
the national finance$fias been the subject of 
much unfavorable comment in the Congress. 

The last Congress busied itself in passing 
fiscal measures, and one of its last acts was 
to abolish the brazilian legations in various 
Kuropean capitals, presumably with the ob- 
ject of lightening the nationa! burdens. 

So far eTis’ seem to have - 
little by the indecent haste with which they 

ot rid of their Emperor at the bidding of a 

ew military conspirators. The beginning of 
the revolution was, as may be remembered, 
the attempted murder of the Minister for War 
by an officer of Gen. Fonseea, after which the 
latter, with a handful of disaffected troops, 
seized upon the persons of the Ministers as 
wellas upon that of the Sovereign. 

One of the most remarkable features about 
the strange outbreak was the rapidity with 
which the various incidents foliowed each 
|other. The Emperor was given but twenty- 
four hours In which to quit the country over 
which he had ruled with much success for 
many years, apd in spite of his protests, he 
was taken on shipboard at the dead of night 
and sentto Europe. Discontent, no doubt. 
existed,and the conmspiratars took skillful 
| advantage of the rumor that the Emperor in- 
tended toabdicate in favorof the Countess 
a’Eu, his daughter, who was unpopular with 
the service. 

Never, probably ,had a sovereign ruler been 
Geposed and banished with less apparent 
difficulty and ina shorter time. Dom Pedro 
was personally unfitted to successfully com. 
bat the designs of mutinous soldiers: and 
since his deposition he seems to have ac- 
| cepted his new character of a private gen- 
tleman 
philosophy. 

What renders the present condition of the 
country especially lamentable is the reputa- 
| tion which Brazil enjoyed up to a recent date 
| for the solidity of its institutions. She and 
| Chili were always pointed to as the examples 


+ renee 


of prosperous and stable governments on a 
| continent where military dictators had been 
| @ prolific source of bloodsheu and disorder. 

For fifty years Brazil had been quiescent, and 
that under her enlightened 
| ruler she bad for ever abandoned the turmoli

LET US ‘BE THANKFUL. 

Thankegiving Day as observed at pres- 
ent bas none of the features which distin- 
guished it when the feast was’ established 
ip colonial days by the Puritans. They 
made it the occasion of solemn thanksgiy- 
ing for the blessings showered upon them; 
or rather they displayed humble gratitude 
‘that in the bleak, inhospitable hore to 
which they hafl been driven things were 
not so bad as they mightbe. They were in 
earnest about it and never doubted that 
their ackhowledgments were placed to 
their credit in the celestial account book. 
But there 4s little or nothing of 
this feeling left. Whatever ‘‘divine 
services’’ are held are performed in a 
perfunctory manner as a part of: the ritual 
of respectability. The real Thankegiving 
celebration is in the family reunion over 
the big dinner, a ceremony as thoroughly 
human and as thoroughly undivine 
fis anything well could be. Gratitude 
to Almighty God has less place in it 
than the optimism or supreme self-satis- 


j faction which goes in with a good dinner. 


Amongthe Puritans the center of atten- 
tion was Almighty God. Their more en- 
lightened Gscendants contemplate their 
own virtues and descant upon the mate- 
rial prosperity which has come as a reward 
of those virtues. The Puritans may have 
been bigoted and wrong-headed, and 


| their ideas may have been grotesque, but 


at least they had an object of adoration 
which was not of the earth earthy. Our 
virtues, however, are practical and bear 
fruit here and now, There is money in 
them. Have we not cause to be proud? 

On Thanksgiving Day our satisfaction 
is officially promulgated. On that day we 
remind each other and ourselves of our 
prosperity and render formal thanks. But 
we know quite well that it is all owing to 
our own enterprise and business push, be- 
cause we are conscious of much in our en- 
terprise and business push which has no 
flavor of salvation in it. The spiritual, 
which in his queer way the Puritan held 
of worth, has not the power it had in 
those days, and it is to be feared that

THE MACKLIN FARCE. 


The proposition that MACKLIN can hold 

the two offices of Assistant City Counselor 
and School Director in spite of a decision 
of a majority of the School Board to the 
contrary is ona par with the proposition 
that the board is free to ignore and nullify 
that plain statute which specifically dis- 
qualifies him. 
By its charterthe board is Made the 
judge of the qualifications of its members, 
and there is no provision of law requiring 
a two-thirds vote to determine a question 
of eligibility or legal qualification. The 
provision that not less than two-thirds 
shall expel a member for misconduct does 
notapply and can not be made to apply 
the decision of a _ totally dif- 
ferent question, such as whether 
a member has created a vacancy by dying, 
resigning, moving out of the ward or ac- 
cepting an office under the city govern- 
ment. The law makes it the duty of the 
board to treat seats as vacant in all such 
cases, and when a majority declare a seat 
vacant on any such ground it is vacant to 
all intents and purposes. No court will 
intervene to seat the ex-member again, 
and no other authority can reinstate him. 
The decision of a majorifw that a member 
is dead, or has removed or resigned, or 
disqualified himself by accepting a city 
office, is as much a final and conclusive ad- 
judication of the question as when the vote 
is unanimous. 

The law is so plain and MACKELIN’s in- 
elegibility is so unquestionable that any 
further trifling with the question or any 
failure to act promptly is not to be ex- 
pected by people who have any respect for 
the board as a body. The number of votes 
cast either directly or indirectly to con- 
tinue the farce of a city official sitting as a 
member of the board will simply show how 
many ignorant and shameless tools of ‘‘de 
push’’ there are serving as School Di- 
rectors.

Impressive Services Held This Afternoon 
at the Placing of the Corner Stone— His 


Eminence Cardinal

The corner-stone of the new Delmar Avenue 
Baptist Church, Pendjeton and Delmar ave- 
nues, was laid at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
The . pastors of the various local Baptist 
churches assisted Rev. J. 8. Kirtley, present 
pastor of the church, and Dr. W. Pope Yea- 
man of Columbia, Mo., its frat pastor, de- 
livered an address. The exercises opened 
with the singing of the Doxology by a mixed 
chorus, the invocation being offered 
by Dr. J. P. Greene of sthe Third 
Church. Passages of Scripture were 
read by Dr. J. W. Ford ofthe Second Church 
and prayer was then offered by Rev. M. L. 
Thomas of’ the Lafayette Park Church. 
Rev. J. 8. Kirtley gave a statement of the 


New Delmar Avenue Baptist Church. 
church during its 14 years existence. Let- 
ters from Rey. J. C. Armstrong and Rev. 
Wm Harris, former pastors, were read, and 
Dr. Yeaman’s address followed, The stone 
was laid by Mr. T. W. Crouch, Chairman of 
the Board of Trustees. When it had been 
placed in position, containing copies of the 
daily and religious papers, the choir ren- 
dereda hymn, the benediction being pro- 
nounced by Rev. M. Riggs. 

The Delmar Avenue Baptist Church was 
organized March 1, 1877, by members of the 
Third Baptist. Church, and was originally 
known as the Garrison Avenue Baptist 
Ohurch, its thirty-sven members worshiping 
in a frame building at Garrison avenue and 
Morgan street. In 1879, thelot on which the 
buliding stood having been sold, it was 
found necessary to femove it, and the 
strange sight ofachurchon wheels was wit- 
nesgsed, the structure being moved in its 
entirety to a lot at Compton avenue and 
Morgan, where it is now in use as a vegetable 
market.» With the advent of i Rev. 
William Harris, to the pastorate, the 
congregation decided upon securing a perma- 
nent location and shortly after erected a 
stone chapel at Delmar and Uabanne avenues. 
This was recently sold to the Swedenbor- 
gians. The necessity of securing a location 
further west having become apparent, 
through the efforts of the present pastor, 
Rev. Mr. Kirtley, who has been with the 
church since Feb. 3, 1889, it was decided to 
begin the handsome edifice now in course of 
erection. 

The new building will be somewhat impos- 
ing, after the Romanesque style of archi- 
tecture, and will be erected at a cost of

Yet I am per- 
fectly friendly to those who fought on the 
other side. Some*of my best friends are 
among the ex-OConfederates, and I prize 
them too highly to cast it lightly away, and 
my hesitation about speaking on the subject 
arises from my fear thatthey may deem 
me ag’ objecting on captious and 
unsubstantial grounds, and as though I 
desired to stir up the old antagonism. To stir 
up feeling is farthest from my intention. 
Grand Army men want no ill-feeling—they 
want no more war and no miore of the war 
spirit; and Yet this display of the rebel flag 
and this taik of the Confederacy is, in my 
judgment, a renewal of the old animosities 
that we soldiers supposed to have been buried 
when the. war closed,.’’

When the Post-DisPatcH apnounced that a 
movement was on foot to build a racetrack 
in East St. Louis the all-knowing), reporters 
of the morning newspapers, Oo have a 
happy faculty of never permitting any of 
their knowledge to reach the public eye 
through the columns of their journals, came 
out with energetic denials which they always 
publish with much greater aptitude than they 
do news.- Now if these enterprising young 
men had devoted as much time 
to investigating the facts as they aid in 
framing puerile denials, they would have 
Jearned that thecharter of ‘‘The East St. 
Louis Jockey Club’’ is recorded at Belleville 
inthe office of County Recorder Peter W. 
Ii. The scheme to build a race track on the 
Kast .side where pools could be sold on 
vastern races was seton foot as soon as the 
Missour!

We will sell some stock 
to them because it is to our interest to have 
them financially interested in the course.

The Agreement Between the Bridges 
and the Wiggins Ferry Co. 


IT MEANS PRACTICAL RESTORATION OF 
MONOPOLY BRIDGE CHARGES. 


Shippers Claim That the Merchants’ Bridge 
Has Abandoned Its Fight for St. Louis’ 
Interests—A Triple Alliance That Looks 
Like a Pool—Joint Tariff Schedule Crit- 
icised. 


The joint agreement tariff of the Eads and 
Merchant’s bridges and the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
issued Nov. 4, after the three companies had 
held several important conferences together, 
now promises to cause a vigorous protest 
from St. Louis merchants in the near future. 
It is claimed that the schedule of bridge 
charges has been restored to almost 
the same figures as before the 
‘pbuilding of the Merchants’ Bridge, 
and that, so far as practical relief from the 
excessive bridge-tax under which St. Louis 
trade then suffered is concerned, the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge does not now promise to 
afford that relief. The joint agreement by 
which these companies are now pledged to 
maintain the restored rates is described as 
resembling a ‘‘pool’’ or combine too closely 
to be pleasant to shippers, and since the 
joint-agreement tariffs were issued a feeling 
of dissatisfaction among St. Louis merch ants 
has been steadily growing in extent and 
vigor. .° 
The argument is used that the Merchants’ 
Bridge was built for the express purpose of 
fighting the monopoly of the Gould bridge in 
the interest of St. Louls trade, and that for 
the Merchants’ Bridge to enter Into an agree- 
ment with its competitor by which the old 
bridge rates are practically restored is a sur- 
render of those very interests to protect 


which it was first conceived. The triple 
greement of the two bridges and the 
Wiggins Ferry Co. will, it is 
feared, amount finally to a simple 


dening of the monopoly once enjoyed 
cocisuively by the Eads Bridge, Such a ter- 
mination to the ninety days’ rate war which 
the Merchants’ Bridge waged against its 
older competitor is pronounced by shippers 
a great da ppointment of expectations 
raised by the completion of the Merchants 
Bridge and its entrance upon the field asa 
bidder for transfer business. - 
Just previous to issuing of the joint agree- 
ment tariffs, when the announcement was 
made that the rate war between the bridges 
was atanend, it was stated that the ‘‘re- 
stored’’ rates would be on @ basis that, while 
allowing the bridges to doa fairly remunera- 
tive business, would not prove aserious tax 
on the trade of St. Louis. Now that the joint 
agreement tariff is in full operation this state- 
ment is denied by shippers. They claim that 
the two bridges and the Wiggins Ferry Uo. 
are enjoying the benefits of the joint agree- 
ment at the serious expense of the shipper. 

DISSATISFIED SHIPPERS SEEN. 

The greatest dissatisfaction among the St. 
Louis trade was said to exist antong the coal 
companies and the handlers of live stock, 
and a Post-DISPATCH reporter to-day saw 
representatives of those two important 
interests relative to the matter. Mr. Alex. 
A. Boyden, Superintendent of the Boyden 
Coal & Coke Co,, Was emphatic in his test 
against the advance in rates made by the 
joint agreement tariffs. 

‘The tariff brings the schedule of bridge 
rates on coal back to where it was when 
there was no competition,’’ said he, ‘‘and 
places an add tax of 5 cents per ton on 

oal, which is a a serious matter. 
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Contracting Freight Agent Edgar Reynolds 
»}of the Vandalia Gaames 


per ton, which also included switching 
charges on this side. The switching charge 
under the joint agreement tariff now has to 
be paid by the shipper, and while the trans- 
fer charge is now 2 and 30 cents per ton the 
switching charge makes the added taxof 5 
cents perton. Under this joint agreement 
at the old rates it is hard to see where the 
advantage to St. Louis trade from the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge ‘competition’ comesin.’’ — 

Mr. Don McN. Palmer, Manager of the 
Union Stock Yards, sald: 

‘*The old Eads bridge charges on live stock 
have not been restored. They were $5 per 
car, and the joint-agreement tariff charge is 
$4 percar. I suppose itis only fair to pre- 
sume that the bridges have put the rate 
simply to a point where they could 
make a fair profit, and anyway, live stock 
dealers canhot complain, as the Union Stock 
Yards pays that charge and handies the 
business at the same rates as it would be 
handled on the East side. But with the Mer- 
chants’ Bridgein this agreement with the 
Gould bridge,the only advantage the existence 
of the Merchants’ Bridge now offers to St. 
Louis trade Is that it means additional facill- 
ties for transfer, thereby preventing block- 
ades, which are always costly in the live 
stock business. The cut rates when the 
Merchants’ Bridge was in the midst ofits 
war on the Eads Bridge went at one time as 
low as $2 per car.’’ 

PRESIDENT RAINWATER SEEN. 

President C. C. Rainwater of the Merchants’ 
Bridge Co. was seenthis morning by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter and sald: 

‘*The agreement went into effect Nov. 
4 and was arrived at after several con- 
ferences between the three companies 
interested. It was a case of  0“*ne- 
cessity. Under the system of cutting the 
rates which had beenin existence for some 
time, the situation had arrived ata point 
where the Gould .bridge was losing between 
$600,000 and $700,000 per year on its freight 
traffic and the Merchants’ Bridge between 
$200,000 and $300,000. This isa good deal of 
money tolose and the three companies de- 
cided to restore rates to a more remunefa- 
tive basis andto maintain them on that un- 
derstanding. ‘ 

‘*‘Was that agreement in the nature of 
pool?’’ ' 

‘*No, it was not. I shouldrather callit a 
common-sense understanding to duit losing 
money. And the restoration of the old rates 
does not affect the shipper, as the railroads 
fiever changed their freight rates when the 
bridge charges were cut. Then in many in- 
stances the rates had not been changed.

The principal cutting had been 
done — on cattle and coal 
rates, which the Merchants’ Bridge had 
brought down to about $2 per car for 
transfer. The Gould bridge of course 
romptiy met all cuts, and it was soon

EXPLOSION AT LIGGET & MEYER3. 


—— 


Steam-Pipes Burst With Most Disastrous 
Effect. 


A heavy explosion arovfsed the neighbor- 
hood around Thirteenth and Washington av- 
enue, at 3 o’clock this morning, and produced 
considerable excitement. The shock was felt 
for several blocks and the report was fol- 
lowed by the sound of escaping steam. In- 
vestigation intothe cause was at once made 
by several score of half-clothed men 


and it was found that a large volume of 
steam was pouring from the shattered win- 
dows of- Liggett & Myers’ new bDbotler house 
and office building at 1218 Washington 
avenue. After roaring for fiVe minutes the 
escaping steam was shut off and the neigh- 
borhood retired in a hazy state of uncer 
tainty as to the origin of the explosion. 
Some asserted thata steam supply pipe had 
burst, others that an auxiliary to one of the 
bollers had blown up. 

At daylight it was found that a most un- 
usual accident had oceurred.. In the north- 
eastern corner of the ground floor of the 
building, which is still in course of con- 
struction, a large coll of steampipes, for 
heating purposes had been -placed. There 
were twenty-five rows of pipes, ..four 
tiers deep, setting in a cast- 
fron base. This radiator blew up 
through the sudden condensation of steam, 
broke into three sections and scattered por- 
tions of castings in all directions. A hole 
about two feet square was torn in the solid 
masonry of the floor, all the front windows 
of %-inch were blown out and the sashes 
more or less damaged. The foundations and 
walls are of extraordinary’ thickness, 
the intention being eventually to 
add six stories . to those already 
erected. Butforthe exceptional solidity of 
the front wall the Wasbington street end of 
the building would have been biown out. 
The substantial character of the construction 
and the existence of windows, however, 
saved this. Competent persons estimate the 
force exerted by the expanding vapor to have 
been tremendous, and hadthe explosion oc- 
curred during the daytime, when workmen 
were employed in laying the floor tiling and 
finishing the plastering, lives would have 
been sacrificed. Several pieces of castings, 
weighing from ten to twenty-five pounds, 
were found Mg feet away from where the 
radiator st : 
The accident is explained in this* way: 
Steam had been turned off during the night 
and water had condensed in the pipes. The 
night watchman probably turned the steam on 
a moment before the explosion occurred, and 
neglected to open the ‘‘pip,’’ or air that to 
permit the esca of air and permit the 
water to be forced intothe drain pipe. The 
instant that the steam encountered the cold 
airand water the explosion occurred. The 
damaage will not amount to more than a 
os le of hundred dollars for plate glass and 
radiator,

ments are suitable to different kinds of soil. 
The subject of harrows’has been very gener- 
ally discussed, and some interesting results 
arrived at by experiment, 

In aseries Of experiments in draft with 
different implements, it was found that the 
relative efficacy of harrows varies with the 
soil. Round and square toothed harrows act 
as wedges and do not loosen the soil as do 
other forms of harrow teeth. They do not 
penetrate deeply, and moving very near the 
surface are comparatively easy in absolnte 
draft, but in relative draft per pound of earth 
moved notso easy for hard soils as some 
otherform of harrow. They fine the soil 
about the average Of other harrows. They 
may be regarded as adapted only to loose 
soils and for putting in seeds, around which 
the soil should be compressed, 

Harrows with teeth having a forward slant 
alsoactas wedges in @ large measure and 
leave a soll that weighs heavily, being com- 
pact. These harrows also have a medium 
draft per pound of soll moved, penetrate toa 
medium depth and fine the soil above the 
average. They leaye an uneven bottom, 

Harrows that lift the soll by a rolling ac- 
tion, thus avoiding some of the friction of the 
other harrows, penetrate the deepest, loosen 
the soll the best and move the most soil per 
poundofdraft. They giveasoti of average 
fineness. When the rolling cutter is a com- 
plete or unbroken circle the soil is loosened 
in furrows, and when it is removed it is 
found to have a corrugated bottom, When 
the rolling cutterisa broken circle, known 
asa cutaway harrow, it leaves the bottom 
gollinaverage order, and has the easiest 
draft, and is believed to be the best form of 
harrow for surface tillage now in use for the 
average clay loam soll.
